Use a 
good quality of brick and cement 
mortar. Chimney walls ahould be 
at least eight inches thick, th2 flue 
of ample size and lined with fire clay 
or terra cotta.

FUEL SUPPLY OF PRAIRIES 


One of the most important prob- 


“Serer . E : Ge | ems in Canada at the present time 


is the provision of an adequate sup- 
ply of cheap fue! for the population 
of the prairie provinces. Veny large 
areas of these provinces are under- 
lain by beds of subbituminous coal 
and lignite, which are estimated to 
contain 100,000,000,000 tons of these 
fuels. As yet, however, practically 
all of the fuel used in that portion 
of the plains east of Braidon is im- 
ported from the United States, while 
that used in the coxntry west of 
Brandon is brought chiefly from the 
coal fields of tha Rocky Mountains. 
This cntails oa long an- expensive 


% haul which results in high priced fuel 


and any temporary intzrrupticn of 
the supply gives rise to a coal fam- 
ine. % it | 

The reason why the mineral fuels 
of the provinces have ros been ‘itiliz- 
cd is that: they ate expensive co mine 
owing to the als2nce of supplics of 
mine timber on th2 treeless pra‘ries, 
they are also of a lower grade than 
the coal from the Rocky Mountains, 
containing ‘a fienge ‘percenitaze of 
moisture. They thus have a lower 
heating value than the feels from 
mountains, and furthermcre,

| Just as she desires ‘and turng h.r at- 
bij tention to these things, her suppos- 


edly stronger minded brother has an 


i equal desire for bright colored hos- 


iery, startling shirts of yellow, blue, 
or bright green stripes, crowned by 
a flaring tie‘of such colors ‘that oven 
the rainbow fades into significance 
beside it. 

We must fully realize these stages 
as part of the natural development 
of the boy and girl if we are to 
cope with the situation. 

As a Canedian I have the greatest 
admiration for ‘the simplicity of the 
dress used by the educated and fre- 
fined mother in England for her 
school day girl. Often during the 
past few yeats in Calgary, when mo- 
ney has been plentiful ang our girls 
have been allowed to indulge in ev- 
ery fancy, in the years when ideas 
were unformed, os I've noticed girle 
in our schools, dressed out in every 
form of costume, expressing their 
varioug moods—from daintiest mus- 
ling to silks, with low-necks, jewels 
and silk or ‘gauzy stockings, all of 
which gro suitable cnly for the draw- 
ing room—I’ve been led to ask ‘‘Whi- 
ther are we trending?’’ and ‘‘What 
is to be the future of the women cf 
this generation?!’ 

There is no use talking! It is not 
in good taste and. is injuriows to 
our girls. We have mot the money 
now to. gnatify every extravagant 
‘and ill-considered whim of our boys 
and girls; nd it is well for them 
that this is so. 

Could we not evolve a pbettir, sa- 
ner, more healthful form of school 
dress—one which would not indicate 
class distinction and would not sep- 
arate our students into such distinct 
groups? There has’ been such disténc- 
tion in the past. Girls have told 
me that they have ‘been ostracized 
ftom school society in Calgary mere~ 
ly by this matter of grand dressing 
—girls who are just ag good or bet- 
ter than the others. Can we not

WOMEN’S SUFFRAGE FOR 
ALBERTA AT THE 

NEXT LEGISLATURE 


The clock has struck the woman's 
hour in Alberta. Hon. Arthur Sif- 
ton, premier of Alberta, has announ- 
ced that at the next seasion of the 
provincial legislature , statute will 
be introduced, placing men and wo- 
men in the province on an absolute 
equality sy far as provincial matters 
are concerncd, In other words, the 
women of Albenta will hereafter ex- 
ercise the franchise in provincial cl- 
ections under the same conditions as 
the men. The Sifton government,. 
moreover, is taking full responsibil- 
ity for the measure, which will be 
presented. from the government ben- 
ches by one of the members of the 
cabinet. 

The next legislative s:ecion, which 
likely will be held in February © of 
next year, will be ong of the memoc- 
able epochs not only in the history 
of Alberta, but the whole of Canadas 
for the Hon. A, L, Sifeon is the first 
Canadian premier to establish such 
@ radical departure from existing 
Conditions and in the words of Ten- 
nyson, ‘‘make the bounds of freedom 
wider yet.’’ He might have asked 
the women of Alberta to procead! un- 
der the provisions of the direct leg- 
islation act, in a similar way to the 
Procedure adopted by the temperance 
People of the province ia connec ‘on 
with prohibition, and insisted that 
the proposal be either adopted by 
the legislature or ratigel by popt- 
ar vote. Instead, of doing this, hew 
ever, he had voluntarily agrecd t- 
the principal of universal s Ufraze, 
and has given instructions for the 
preparation of a statute which will 
have the full force cf the government 
behind it when it comes up for the 
consideration of the house.
